Thi.? proposed act also would permit 


50 per cent of the qualified electors 
living within a Ihrco-mile radius ol 
a church or school to prevent, by peti- 
tion, the sale of any typo of intoxicants 
within that radius. 


Another section of the net would 


declare that "all liquors shall be con.- 
sidcred intoxicating if they contait 
more than one half of one per cent ol 
alcohol by weight." This would es- 
tablish the standards given the natioi: 
under the now rc|>calcd Eighteenll 
amendment to the federal constitution 


One effect of this section establish- 


ing the point at which liquor was in- 
toxicating would be to prohibit sale o 
beer anywhere in Arkansas on Sun- 
days or election days, because tin 
Thorn liquor prohibits sale of intox 
icunts on those days.

AMENDMENT No. 24 


Proposed by the General Assembly 


and filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State on February 26th, 1937. 


A RESOLUTION TO SUBMIT AN 


AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITLi- 
TION, TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
JUDGE OF THE CHANCERY COURT 
OF EACH COUNTY SHALL PRESIDE 
OVER THE PROBATE COURT OF 
SUCH COUNTY; PROVIDING FOR 
THE TRIAL OF ALL PROBATE 
COURT MATERS BEFORE THE 
JUDGE OF SAID COURT, AND FOR 
APPEALS FROM THE PRO2ATS 
COURT TO THE SUPREME COURT 
OF ARKANSAS; AND AUTHORIZ- 
ING THE LEGISLATURE TO PRO- 
VIDE FOR A CLERK FOR THE PRO- 
BATE, 
OR 
TO 
CONSOLIDATE 


CHANCERY 
AND 
P R O B A T E 


COURTS; AMENDING SECTIONS 19, 
34, AND 35 OF ARTICLE VII OF THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


BE IT RESOLVED by the House of 


Representatives of the State of Ar- 
kansas and the Senate of the State of 
Arkansas, a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to each House agreeing 
thereto; that tho following be, and thp 
same i:; hcreny proposed as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State 
of Arkansas, to-wit: 


Section 1. Section 34 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 34. In each county 
the 


Judge of the court having jurisdiction 
in matters of equity shall be judge of 
the court of probate, and have sucli 
exclusive original jurisdiction in mat. 
tcrs relative to the probate of wills, the 


estates of deceased persons, executors, 
administrators, guardians, and persons 
of unsound mind and their estatesy as 
is now vested in courts of probate, or 
may be hereafter prescribed by law. 
The judge of the probate court shall 
try all issues of the law and of facts 
arising in causes or proceedings with- 
in the jurisdiction of said court and 
therein pending. The regular terms of 
the courts of probate shall be held at 
such times as is now or may hereafter 
be prescribed by law; and the General 
Assembly rr^iy provide for the consoli- 
dation 
of 
chancery 
and 
probate 


courts." 


Section 2. Section 35 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 35. Appeals may be taken 


from judgments and orders of courts 
of probate to the Supreme Court; and 
until otherwise provided by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be taken in the 
same manner as appeals from courts 
of chancery and subject to the same 
regulations and restrictions." 


Section 3. Section 19 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 19. The clerks of the cir- 


cuit courts shall be elected by the 
qualified 
electors 
of the 
several 


counties for the term of two years, 
and shall be ex-officio clerks of the 
county and probate courts and re- 
corder; provided, that in any county 
having a population exceeding fifteen 
thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last Federal census, there shall be 
elected a county clerk, in like manner 
as the clerk of the circuit court, and 
in such case the county clerk shall be 
ex-officio clerk, of the probate court 
of such county until otherwise pro- 
vided by the General Assembly." 


^ Section 4. 
The provisions of the 


Constitution of the State of Arkansas 
in conflict with this amendment are 
hereby repealed in so far as they are 
in conflict herewith; and this amend- 
ment shall take effect on the first day 
of January next following its adoption.

The situation would be much worse 


than it is were it not thai some rem- 
nants of sancity still attach to the day 
of rest. The principle is recognized, 
even if it is not followed; and this fact 
has led to certain proectivc laws nnd 
regulations or agreements, apart from 
laws, which have had the aim of estab- 
lishing fo revcry worker nt least one 
day in seven as a day of rest. 


It is doubtful whether, in our mod- 


ern world and under modern condi- 
tions, a day of rest could be observed 
with the completeness that was possi- 
ble in the primitive life and organiza- 
tion of Jewish society. There are prob- 
lems to be met today that could not be 
easily solved, even if the economic 
aspect were disregarded. 


But there is nothing in the modern 


situation that in any respect affects 
the possibility of some weekly day of 
rest for every worker. In fact, it might 
be said that the conditions of modern 
economic life make this more feasible 
than ever before. 


The need of recognizing and main- 


taining the Sabbath 
Day principle 


ought not need emphasis. It is a prin- 
ciple sound in health, sound in eco- 
nomics, and sound in its social aspects' 


But the Sabbath prinicple ought to 


and influences. 
be established in terms of rest and wel- 
fare, and not in lei'ms of arbitrary re- 
quirements and harsh and exacting 
rules and restrictions. This is what is 
emphasized in the New Testament con- 
ception of the Sabbath, and the use 
that Jesus made of it. 


We know that it was His custom to 


go into the synagogue on the Sab- 
bath Day for worship, but religion and 
worship were not merely matters of 
form for Jesus but related to the doing 
of good and human welfare.
